There is being initiated by' the management of jthe ."Daily" 
an appeal for reporters and contributors which, if viewed in its 
proper aspect, will be conceded to be of major importarice .to the 
•tudent body as a whole. The problem which is at the base of the 
drive for membership is not one of retrogression but one of fttag- 
nation versus expansion. Most students take the "Daily" as a 
matter of course. Some may have accorded the student publica- 
tion a passing thought which culminated in a self-applied and 
probably unanswered query, as to how the "Daily" cqyered the 
field of news of interest to its subscribers. The incr3a6}hg_ ramifi- 
cation of student organizations is rriaking it virtûallyïiinpossiblc 
for the present "Daily" staff to cover each event, jirieeting or oc- 
currence by assignment. The management is grateful for the co- 
operation of secretaries, who whether voluntarily or upon re- 
quest, supply desired information; but it may readily be ap- 
preciated even by the uninitiated, that news obtained by tele- 
phone or through vicarious sources is often open to correction, 
and in any case greatly increases the duties of editorship. 

There arc vacancies on the reportorial staff of the "Daily", 
open to students who are interested in' journalism. The duties 
prescribed are not overly arduous. Ability to write well, although 
desirable, is not absolutely essential. What the "Daily" requires 
dmosl is men who are genuinely injtereeted in its welfare and who 
will work, consistently.

Six months' later Murray iiiar- 
iled a girl some thlrtviycafs-younBcr 
lhau himsfclf. While ai' Qiiebce, Mur- 
lay ui;:oi! the appolntmcni of a licui- 
i-n.int .governor for -Montreal. l)\it this 
rv-as refused and out of the difficul- 
•.!es a; Montreal arose the famous 
Walker affair. 

Walker, an l^nglish trader, was as- 
y.-: lilted by a number of soldlbrs, fol- 
lowins quarrels between the citizeiis 
and tlifc troops. At once great feeling 
was aroused. Murray arranged to 
hojd^^|trlal at Quebec, where there 
w,xs less ^oxclfehiieiit and owluj: lo 
til-: ;ib!f' but .'•c.-irecly honest effort.^ of 
the advocate Conningham, the accused 
men who were actually ffullty were 
awiuiltcd. Later Walker fastened an 
hccusation uPon certain prominent ot- 
ficcr.s but these wore honourably ac- 
iiuitted. The nierch;i-nts petitioned 
for Murray's retail in 176», and In 
, the following year he waa summoned 
home to anE^ve^ various charges 
against him, mainly in connection 
with the Walker case. This had lie- 
jjun or.l.v six months after the es- 



tablishment ot tho civil Bovornmont 
In 1704 and had seriously hampered 
the Eovcrnor. so that It Is difficult 
to estimate whether Murr.xy's fall- 
luros wore due to himself or .to tho 
difficulties which bcact htm. 

After a. short discussion, MIhh Craig 
read her interesting paper on Carlo- 
ton. Horn In 1724 ho entered the ar- 
my at an early ape. and held the posi- 
tion of nuaiterniriofcr-goneral under 
Wolfe. In 1766 he was sent to Canada 
to replace JItirray and inherited all 
IJie d'fficdltlea of liis predoceasor. 
One of the greatOHi of those wa.t the 
«inostion of the civil i,iw: Kugllsh civil 
law had been established, hut'did not 
work well, as the justices fleeced tho 
habitants. Carlcton foresaw troublo 
In the 1iitells]rdolpifles.,to the SPV'h 
and wi^llelI lo conélllntc 'iliol'^rcncli. 
Ho i.ssued iin ordinance giving back 
most of the old Kroiieh law, and went 
to I'^nghmd in 1770 to urge his views 
on th" llritish government. About 
the game time, he married, like Mur- 
ray a woman much younger than 
himself. In 177'l the Qnel)oc .Vet was 
passed giving to the l^'ciich t.ho pri- 
vileges which Carlcton desired for 
thoiii; *,!,\(li!r;;- ^Iie .pUtbfeakVof the 
American Kc<!^Slt^lIat^,dll^^'::8"enl troeiis 
to the iiid of the other TBrltish forces, 
and in 177(1 the Americana invaded 
Canada, Curlotoii ropiilsod Ihn at- 
tack on Quebec, and after the retreat 
of the inv.iders American slrugTBlcrs 
were kindly treated by hini. He des- 
troyed Arnold's fleet on Luke Ch.T.m- 
plaln. hut did not attack Ticondcroga 
lie was constant*;' at variance with 
Gcrmolne the Incompetent Secretary 
of War, and, consequently, liiy. milit- 
ary powers, were rnstrlcteU and he- 
was soon siiperscdotl 'as'' governor. 
By the end of the Ucvolutlonary war, 
however ho was Comniandcr-in-Chiof 
of the British forces in America and 
had to ' supcrlntcrid I'ho r«!»co nr- 
rangcmcnts and look after the pris- 
oners and Loyalists. In 1786, Carle- 
ton, now Lord Dorchester was made 
Governor General of Canada. Since 
his previous term new difficulties had 
arisen, due to the Immigration of the 
Loyalists. Finally the country was 
divided into Upper and I^owcr Cana- 
da with.Simcoe as Lieutenant Govern- 
or ot Upper Canada.
